It is not a pot of Afanna, or a cruſe of oyle, which were 
for memory only, or for a meales meate or two, but as it were a ſhowre of heauenly bread, lufficient for a 
whole hoſt, be it neuer ſo great; and as ir were a whole cellar full of oyle veflek,whereby all our nectſſities 
may be prouided for, and our debts diſcharged. Ina word, it is a Panary of wholefome foode againſt fe- 
nowed traditions; a Phyſitions ſhop (Saint Bi calleth ir) of preſeruatiues againſt poyſoned . a 
PandeR of profitable Lawes againſt rebellious ſpirits; a treaſury of moſt coſtly iewels, againſt beggerly — aa 
rudiments; Finally, a fountaine of moſt pure water ſpringing vp vnto euerlaſting life.

ante Greene. Cee. This is the tranſſation of the Sexext3 Interpreters, commonly ſo called, which prepared the way 
for our Sauiour among the Gentiles by written preaching , as Saint Ieh Baptiſt did among the [ewes b 
vocall. For the Grec1ans being deſirous of learning, were not wont to ſuffer bookes of worth to lye mould- 
ing in Kings Libraries, but had many of their ſeruants, ready ſcribes, to copie them out, and fo they were 
diſperſed and made common. Againe, the Greeke tongue was well knowen , and made familiar to moſt 
inhabitants in Aſia, by reaſon of the conqueſts that there the Grecians had made, as alſo by the Colonies, 
whichthither they had ſent. For the ſame cauſes allo it was well vnderſtood in many places of Exvrepe,, 
yea, and of Afrike too. Therefore the word of God being ſet foorth in Greece, becommeth hereby like a 
candle ſet vpon a candleſticke, which giueth light to all that are in the houſe, or like a proclamation 
founded foerth in the marker place, which moft men preſently take knowledge of; and therefore that lan- 
guage was ficteſt to conraine theScriptures, both for the firſt Preachers of the Goſpel to appeale vnto for 
witneſſe, and for the learners alſo of thoſe times to make ſearch and triall by, It is certaine, that that Tran- 
{lation was not ſo ſound and ſo perfect, but that it needed in many places correction; and who had beene 
ſs ſufficient for this worke as the Apoſtles or Apoſtolike men? Yer it ſeemed good to the holy Ghoſt and to 
them, to take chat which they found, (the ſame being for the greateſt part t rue and ſafficient ) rather then 
by making « new, in that new mot ld and greene age of the ch, to expoſe themſelues to oy 
ions and cauillations, as though they made a Tranilation to ſerue their one turne, and therefore bearing 
witneſſe to theraſelues,their witneſſe not to be regarded. This may bee ſuppoſed to be ſome cauſe, why the 
Tranſlation of the Sent was allowed to paſſe for currant.
